The Content Modern Children’s Program 


HERE much among social 
gram. notorious, for example, that institutional 
care children was kept without the pale for many 
years and fact until recently. 

contribution discussion and for better 
understanding the great variety service found 
child welfare programs various cities publish 
herewith brief statement such services and be- 
lieve that will welcomed. 

This program any area complex and growing 
more and more so. is, therefore, important that 
the discussion the relations children’s work 
other community services the content the pro- 
gram typical city 100,000 more people, 
county with similar population, kept 
mind. The most important services are follows: 


Children’s Aid Service 


the functions the children’s field the one 
that has been the longest identified with children’s 
work that child placing. its earliest and 
crudest forms, Overseers the Poor placed 
children families indentured them 
families who often wished them for the work they 

might obtain from them. 

But the course time the element case work 
came regarded part the children’s aid 
service, and its means other and better plans have 
often been possible for the child, making placement 
away from home and family unnecessary. 

This case work has had large development and 
often includes extensive work with the child’s family 
and relatives. also frequently involves medical 


and dental care, mental hygiene services, legal ad- 
vice, custody and other related services. 

But work this type with families belongs chil- 
dren’s aid service only when the original presumption 
included the need home other than his own home. 
Where such case work program exists aims 
help determine whether the child need care 
need for foster family care, the present day place- 
ment program requires inserted into 
family home that meets his individual needs and 
places him surroundings and among associates 
who will provide safety for his body and stimulus for 
his mind. 

This far cry from the original conception 
child placement. Much this work requires special 
skills not found any other form social service. 

further development the children’s aid service 
the method making placement service available 
parents, relatives and friends, all part the 
cost being carried them. this means skilled 
service, previously available only the dependent 
neglected, becomes service available those who 
nominally would not known social agency and 
this provides help the wnole community. this 
means even the independent boarding home often can 
integrated into the community’s child placing pro- 
gram render more constructive service the child 
and the family. 


Protective Work 


Historically, protective work was the first type 
children’s service develop definite program. The 
grosser forms absorbed the interest its leaders for 
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many years and the service became that account 
largely punitive rather than preventive. These last 
types work were neglected long S.P.C.C.’s 
and Humane Societies that these services were taken 
over many instances new agencies created for 
the purpose, such Juvenile Protective Associations, 
Girls’ Service Leagues, Big Brother and Big Sister 
groups. 

not difficult delimit the fields family 
work and children’s work the latter includes noth- 
ing but child placing, but most communities the 
field children’s protective work has not yet been 
clearly defined. Child neglect the most common 
basis for service this field. This is, however, 
its various forms common that all agencies render- 
ing service families children deal with various 
phases neglect. Children’s aid societies, family 
welfare societies, children’s institutions all types 
are constantly dealing with some form neglect, 
mostly that which does not require court action the 
special skills which are required more complicated 
and grosser forms. The distinctive children’s pro- 
gram child protection begins, therefore, where spe- 
cial skills and special knowledge are required for ob- 
taining good results. 

Much this work has been left Juvenile Courts 
the country whole and one would suppose that 
this was the natural organization undertake it. Un- 
fortunately most Juvenile Court workers have more 
pressing problems their hands, namely, work with 
delinquents. This generally absorbs all the time and 
energies, even the most efficient Court staffs, and 
the cases neglected children are apt either 
hastily tardily taken up. Unfortunately few staffs 
the Juvenile Courts, large small, have had train- 
ing social work law, that common sense and 
the methods trial and error must suffice. 

But even when case problem serious child 
neglect has sometimes been given prompt attention 
the Court, apt have come stage where 
the family life broken and where children must 
provided with new homes. These cases come too 
late the Court and inevitably the punitive side 
emphasized. The work needs done its pre- 
ventive stages and public private children’s 
organization whose staff has been trained social 
work and law accomplish results with its protec- 
tive skills. Effective child protection its compli- 
cated forms, with preventive approach, has not yet 
been developed many parts the country, and 
is, therefore, not wondered that social work- 
ers and social agencies which have dealt with these 
problems haphazard fashion have found many 


public officials and courts critical social work be- 
cause slipshod methods child protection. 


Improvement Community Conditions for the Pro- 
tection Children 


This specialized service child protection involves 
the discovery and the elimination demoralizing 
environmental and recreational centers 
tions affecting children and the development whole- 
some substitutes. 

means careful investigation the cases 
neglect and delinquency the location conditions are 
discovered that lead dozens not hundreds chil- 
dren into delinquency and crime. some the 
larger cities beginning has been made the De- 
partments Police discover and root out these 
conditions. most cities, however, this work still 
left private and public agencies other than the 
police. 


Institutional Care Children 


This form service has been and perhaps still 
the most extensive type care for children who need 
provided for away from their own homes. Yet 
social workers both the children’s and the family 
field have until recently given but slight attention 
the institution. They falsely drew line between 
case work and institutional care instead urging 
part the case work process. Not until the White 
House Conference 1930 did institutional work for 
children get public recognition from the general run 
social workers. 

present the largest progress and most change 
any field children’s work are the integration 
case work into the plans for individualizing children 
and for remodeling the program and service insti- 
tutions. Children’s workers with skill and tact are 
now successfully helping develop institutions 
meet new needs instead urging that the institu- 
tional service discontinued. 

Schools Social Work have provided but little 
training thus far equipping children’s workers for 
meeting the needs institutional care, even though 
there are upwards 1500 institutions for dependent 
and neglected children alone. 


Maternity Homes 


The maternity home presents itself the commu- 
nity social agency. claims its service for the 
care the unmarried mother and child superior 
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Specialized Instruction Study Home for Children

(The Children’s Aid Society Cleveland provides study-home 
care for problem children. part the program they are at- 
tempting, specialized school provided the Board Educa- 
tion, intensive instructive piece work for group 
these children. rapidly possible the children are returned 
the regular school system from this specialized school where 
they are receiving practically individualized tutoring.) 


EING the teacher the Children’s Aid Society 

School may not appealing many people, 
but one the most fascinating occupations 
had. This school can hardly called routine 
because something unusual happens every few 
child may suddenly talk out, walk about, 
annoy neighbor, disturb the room some fash- 
ion. The Children’s Aid Society School not 
ordinary school. part the special school sys- 
tem the Board Education. The only subjects 
taught are arithmetic, reading, spelling, and writing. 
child shows greater ability, may take history, 
geography and language. This because most 
our children think they have been overworked 
school. stressing fewer subjects greater im- 
portance there have been much success and fewer 
complaints. Also our school have every grade, 
every size, and every quality. The group mixed 
that one can feel out place. 

The school has two main purposes. One 
children grade, the other improve and 
segregate behavior problems. Before child enters 
the school given various achievement tests 
learn his correct grade placement. has fallen 
behind any one the three R’s, given intense 
work the particular subjects. 

most these cases the boys and girls have been 
placed with children who advanced more rapidly than 
they had. they slowly fell farther and farther be- 
hind their work they lost their desire continue 
trying. After time they gave completely, shirked 
their new work, forgot what they had learned before, 
and found themselves seemingly hopeless situa- 
tion. encourage these children, praise them 
for the little they do, and result they work doubly 
hard and accomplish great deal more, since their 
willingness fifty percent the battle. 

example, have boy the name James, 
whose reading was equal the 10th grade, his arith- 
metic was equal the 3rd. was given several 


diagnostic tests arithmetic find his difficulty. 
Upon learning his basic trouble began intense 
work, drilling constantly, until this was completely 
overcome. From then progressed rapidly. 

Then there the boy John, whose reading was 
equal the Ist grade although was years old. 
had been placed grade his former school, 
but, course, was getting along poorly that, 
eventually, caused his exclusion. read alone 
me, therefore eliminating any competition feel- 
ing inferiority that might have been caused had 
other children been present. John progressed quickly. 
Although still has some difficulty longer 
afraid reading, and will select books read sil- 
ently the departments. Previously, John would 
have submitted himself any kind torture before 
would read book. 

Among the little children have harder problems. 
eight-year-old, who has attended school for two 
three years having learned anything, 
the greatest problem all. Not having accomplished 
any learning school, this youngster has acquired 
distinct hate for the school and teachers who have 
kept him confined three and half four hours 
day. would much prefer being outdoors playing, 
for school interruption his daily life. The 
attitudes-of these children must changed. They 
must learn appreciate and take part school 
life. try help them various ways. First, 
find the child’s greatest pleasures and abilities. 
Then construct the school work about it. The 
child, not realizing, starts learning. After once 
the habit, quite content and will continue 
learning his own speed. One youngster, named 
Ronny, seven and half had been excluded from 
three schools because his behavior. After having 
spent two and half years there, had learned very 
little. was child who wanted great deal 
attention from the teacher. Breaking all rules gave 
him all the attention wanted. Before very long 
was learning read and was happy about his 
success that didn’t demand attention and was one 
the most likable youngsters the room. 

Then there the case the well-mannered, ex- 
tremely polite and helpful youngster. Tom was 
years old the 6th grade. could read very well 
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The Proper Treatment Delinquent 
Children 


Tue reason that this subject important be- 
cause delinquency easily becomes habit among chil- 
dren, and they grow older they are recruited 
considerable numbers into adult crime. There is, 
therefore, great need that all agencies dealing with 
children, far their programs allow, shall direct 
their efforts toward the reduction juvenile delin- 
quency, and best all toward its prevention. 

When child brought before the juvenile court 
for first appearance there crisis his life. 
handled wisely, may never have appear again. 
the offense overemphasized made light of, 
there danger that the opposite may true. is, 
therefore, essential that this first appearance steps 
should taken for careful analysis the various 
influences that are affecting his life and have led 
the trouble, and the way that may found for their 
elimination. 

Those working with dependent, neglected and de- 
linquent children are increasingly impressed with the 
slight differences that exist between these different 
groups. The dependent neglected child might 
easily have been called delinquent had been 
caught certain derelictions. The difference con- 
duct and attitude between the garden variety chil- 
dren and delinquents many cases slight that 
one led suspect that the judge did not have 
definition delinquency fall back could not 
always discriminate between the two groups. 

There also increasing conviction the part 
children’s workers that the segregation delin- 
quents from other groups itself danger lead- 
ing more delinquency. important, therefore, 
that delinquency shall considered merely one 
the child welfare problems and that various treat- 
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ment remedies and procedures should tried which 
have been value the solution other child 
welfare problems. 

Perhaps the training schools for delinquent boys 
and girls should broaden their equipment. They 
should use boarding homes for the early delinquent, 
with without brief period the training school. 
They should equip themselves with well-trained social 
workers for more thoroughgoing analysis the 
children’s heredity and social backgrounds whenever 
the courts have not already provided it. 

This does not lead forget that some delin- 
quents have progressed far that ordinary proce- 
dures, applicable most children’s problems, will 
not apply, but are also convinced that there 
that there may fewer cross infections our train- 
ing schools.

and was liked all his teachers. When was 
tested Children’s Aid Society, found his arith- 
metic equal 4th grade. his school life 
discovered that disliked arithmetic, and our 
conclusion that thought pleasing the teachers 
generally would get away without doing any work 
that subject. tried the same thing with 
me. praised him for his ability read and for his 
excellent manners while outlined him his work 
the Children’s Aid Society. The boy was aghast 
when learned that good part the day would 
spent doing arithmetic. For the next few days 
applied the same tactics the Children’s Aid Society 
that had used elsewhere. talked him after 
school the fifth day and told him knew was 
attempting bluff his way through again. The child 
was startled and insulted one time. Then suddenly 
realizing someone else knew what had been doing 
broke down fit weeping and promised 
his work from that day did with 
noticeable success. 

Overcoming behavior problem often more dif- 
ficult than overcoming learning problem. You will 
find almost universally that children who have fallen 
behind their work are older than the other children 
their grade level. Since they are older, most 
instances they are larger. Size important factor 
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child’s life. Recently, when new boy entered 
the room, walked and without any pre- 
vious introduction said, name Bud. Guess 
how old am?” The boy was but looked 15. 
When child bigger than any other child room, 
grows believe that thought dull the 
other children because they live under the false illu- 
sion that certain age requires certain size and 
grade. doesn’t take long for feeling 
inferiority develop. child truly dull, the 
problem greater still. These children know they 
will not receive for learning but, be- 
cause their size, they will receive some recognition, 
and since will not for good work, will atten- 
tion for bad behavior. child takes curious pride 
being known the toughest, the noisiest, the 
child the Children’s Aid Society School when 
realizes his utter dismay that not unusual 
size and that the other children have reputations 
equal hisown. Since almost everyone has similar 
record, forced circumstance change his own 
because the noisiest attention seekers are pretty much 
ignored. 

remember when little girl came the room for 
the first time. She immediately informed and warned 
that she had severe fainting and screaming spells 
school. She said she screamed loudly that she 
would disturb all the rooms the school. wasn’t 
impressed because have only one room with none 
others disturbed, all said was, “I’m sorry.” 
The child looked rather peculiarly and went 
her seat. Less than one-half hour later was startled 
most blood-curdling scream. The child threw 
herself out her seat and fell the floor dead 
faint. Although the girl was ill health this attack 
was considered entirely hysterical. Two minutes after 
the scream and the faint the girl was perfectly normal 
and well again. She seemed well pleased that she had 
demonstrated her trouble. Later she was very disap- 
pointed that was not upset about it. These spells 
were repeated frequently first and then stopped. 

general, these children are allowed complete 
freedom. child hyperactive and likely 
walk around good deal move and out his 
seat, not stopped. After while settles down 
and remains his seat almost always. Ifa child had 
acquired the ability stage temper tantrum get 
out the room that would not obliged 
any work, after time forgets have his tantrum 
and does his work instead. ignore temper spells 
since they are common. One child seeing another 
having temper spell will disapprove the practice 


and not have any himself. child has been the 
habit pinching, hitting, kicking other children 
awakens the fact that this unwise practice. 
Our children are not squealers but they fight back, 
the bigger ones taking the part the littler ones 
when necessary. not encourage such practice, 
but law their own. Soon the offending child 
remembers not offend. Ifa child unruly that 
the entire room unable work, removed from 
the room another where can his work and 
can When decides that can return and 
This, too, has been successful method. Chil- 
dren dislike being separated completely from every- 
one and will resort good behavior just they will 
with their friends—and their audience. 

Much praise given the child for good behavior 
well learning. the wall our room 
chart which has its top the words Con- 
The children’s names are listed beneath it. 
Each day the child receives check after his name 
has behaved properly. given praise for 
behaving once twice and receives his checks for it, 
fairly likely continue winning praise and 
checks for the obvious reasons. 

The noisy child may the one attract your at- 
tention first, but have another type problem 
that just serious, not more so. The withdrawn 
child likely withdraw more, day-dream more, 
continue live his world imagination, happy 
the fact someone else the limelight and you will 
probably not notice him the confusion. case 
like this, find the child’s likes and build around 
them. Recently, had boy whose mother, 
whom had been greatly attached, had passed away. 
Jerry was very unhappy child who spent his hours 
either reading fairy tales day-dreaming. was 
asked tell orally some the stories had read. 
first refused and other children were called. 
They told their stories. Jerry listened. After several 
weeks and some coaxing consented tell story. 
lived his story told it. The other children 
listened with interest. They liked the way told 
the story and liked the comments the children 
after class. occasion they asked that Jerry 
called tell Before long was volunteer 
for story hour. liked the children because they 
liked him. entered other school-room activities, 
became good member the group, and had little 
time for day-dreaming. His stories changed from 
fairy tales boys’ adventures. 

Our story hour important part our program. 
serves three purposes: First, for the attention 
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seeking child good because given the center 
the stage without any hindrance. Second, brings 
out the withdrawn child. And third,and most impor- 
tant ofall, all the children learn speak English well 
that the story hour indirectly language lesson. 


Another important part our school the good 
citizenship program. Stories with real life situations 
are told the children. these stories the boys 
and girls form their own conclusions. They decide 
whether they would rather the good boy the 
bad boy the case may be. the end the lesson 
the child carries away profound belief what 
right rather than lecture which quickly forgotten. 
These are better lessons good behavior than any 
lecture could ever be. 


Not long ago had lesson The 
children were greatly interested the story because 
many them had been known have stolen 
one time another. the end the lesson the 
following question was asked, you think the bad 
boy was happy unhappy that had been dis- 
Every child the room wanted answer 
the question. Each was allowed, and was not sur- 
prising find that each one told how had felt 
when had been similar situation. They told 
detail their own experiences. This was truly 
task for most them, since guilt had been 
connected with their thefts. The information the 
children gave turned over the psychiatrist, 
who used the greatest advantage. 


The school cooperates with the departments and 
the psychiatrists much can. Information 
exchanged frequently that everyone working to- 
gether can help solve child’s problem. most 
cases these children want fair, consistent treatment. 
They have good sense justice. you give 
them, they’ll give return. time these children 
learn their lessons because they know why they need 
learn them and they behave because they know 
greater happiness theirs they behave. 
justment school, achieved, will erase hate, failure 
and truancy; and instead insure progress and valu- 
able growth.

Child Labor Regulation No. 


Labor Regulation No. relating certifi- 
cates age for employed children under the child- 
labor provisions the Fair Labor Standards Act 
1938, which goes into operation October 24, has 
been announced Katharine Lenroot, Chief 
the Children’s Bureau the United States Depart- 
ment Labor. the same time Miss Lenroot an- 
nounced the designation thirty-one states whose 
certificates age will have the same force and effect 
certificate for period six months. 
Within that period permanent plans for cooperation 
with the States for issuance certificates age will 
developed. 

Under the child-labor provisions the Fair Labor 
Standards Act producer, manufacturer, dealer 
may ship across State lines any goods produced 
establishment about which, within thirty 
days prior the removal the goods, children under 
sixteen years age have been employed. The Act 
provides that employer protected from unwitting 
violation the Act any minor employee 
has obtained and has file for such employee 
certificate age issued under the regulations the 
Chief the Children’s Bureau showing that the 
minor above sixteen years age. 

Child-Labor Regulation issued contains 
the definition certificate age and describes the 
effect such certificate, the information which 
must contain, the proof age which must 
mitted with application for certificate, and rules 
governing acceptance, suspension, revocation 
these certificates. 


National Council for Mothers and Babies

maternity wards the general hospitals. For this 
reason asks the support the general public di- 
rectly through community chests. 

Many and probably most the maternity homes 
have, however, failed develop constructive social 
programs for the unmarried mother, largely because 
the maternity home has been thought primarily 
either medical agency religious organiza- 
tion. Children’s workers have paid but slight atten- 
tion the development social programs this 
field children’s work even though the close rela- 
tionship that the maternity home has child placing 
and adoption makes clearly part the chil- 
dren’s program. Maternity homes should drawn 
into closer contact with the other forms children’s 
work the community’s program. 


Special Services Unmarried Mothers 


Child Welfare, Family Welfare and other agencies 
all render services varying amounts unmarried 
mothers different communities. 

The specialized services the young unmarried 
mother, such temporary permanent placement, 
adoption, legal services for determination paternity 
and special opportunities for vocational training, seem 
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make this work logical segment the children’s 
program. This particularly true where placement 
the child mother and child the foster family 
home involved. 


Adoption 


Adoption specialized form placement re- 
quires special skills the study the child’s heredity 
and potentialities, and the analysis the values 
inherent the foster home meet the particular 
child’s needs. 

view the community’s increasing demands for 
adoption, much without social service, the chil- 
dren’s agencies have great responsibilities for the 
interpretation the necessary safeguards and their 
practical application the children involved. 


Day Nursery Care 


The service providing day care for young chil- 
dren working mothers usually rendered means 
institution, but frequently now has foster day 
care either substitute supplement. Here 
the skills the children’s worker come into play. The 
social service which should connected with the 
Day Nursery has now also, where exists, increas- 
ing measure become the avenue for rendering service 
the child’s own family. 


Other Children’s Services 


this list could easily added additional spe- 
cialized- children’s services. some communities 
part the children’s program may include visiting 
housekeeper service, big brother and big sister work, 
service children with special physical mental 
handicaps with behavior problems, and case work 
service for other children’s organizations. 

Most these services require special talents 
the part the workers and special training and ex- 
perience. They are not merely different kinds 
service that any trained and experienced children’s 
worker can do. 

Under these circumstances felt there justi- 
fication maintain that the field children’s work, 
complicated and need organization and sim- 
plification that least the non-sectarian field 
service would more profitable dévote time and 
energy the development coordinated program 
the children’s field than consider combinations 
outside the children’s field merely because certain 
cases may produce some overlapping.

THinking further one realizes that the Mental 
Hygiene Movement has been felt more the East 
than the Mississippi Valley. 

Soon after arrival began disturbed and 
uncomfortable about the laws! Then through wise 
counsel learned second lesson: That the 
seems governed more common law than 
statutory decree; and that there are differences 
population and mores which must taken into 
consideration. 

Experiences began pile until the present 
moment they seem veritable bombardment, the 
combination which includes small amount case 
work under supervision, child welfare conferences, 
institutes, case committees, agency cooperative meet- 
ings, record study, and individual conferences. Also, 
there were opportunities meet and hear several 
persons note the field child welfare. 

Because the intensiveness and variety the 
experiences, seems that meditation and retrospect 
should follow. Nevertheless, would say that the 
combination case work and observation was highly 
profitable.
